DireRions for Luting. 

The beſt and rongyR Lute for your Viſica..is thus 
made, Takea ball of Whiting, ſctape of it. with a 
knife, take of this Pouder one ſpoanful and a half, of 
Wheat or Rye flower one {poogin!, makea ſoft paſt 
of it with brine or water and a lirrle Salt; pur of this 
with your Finger no more then will cloſe or cover the 
JunRures of the Head and Viſica the lefs the better, 
and if you ſee that in diſtilling, any fumes piercethro' 
put on ſome of the «ure. ; 

For Luting a Glaſs head to a Body or Cucurbite, 
take a Bladder, and cut it in flips about the breadth 
of two Fingers, put them in tair water ro ſoak a little ; 
then put rhem upon the JunEtures of rhe Head an 
. Body. Or if you heye no Bladder, then cut ſome 
{lips of Paper, and ſpread ſome of the paſte upon them 
with a Knife, and fo apply them. 

To Lute and mend the cracks in Glaſſes ; take of 
Bole Armenick,, W hitelead, and Redlead of cach e- 
qual parts, grind them with Linſeed oyl as Painters 


do their Cologrs ; apply this with a Penfal, ox ſpread

it on {lips of Linnen, lay it over the craks, *rwill be {6 
ſtrong as to hold any kind of liquor. The fame you'may 
do with quick Lime and Linſeed oyl ground together. 

Note, "That if you have an Iron Furnace or Stove for 
pu Veſica or Limbeck,the lower part of it ſhould be 

ir'd with a Lute (made of Clay and Sand, or pouder 
of Tiles) from the Grate upwards to the botrom of 
the Viſica, and this will preſerve and keep your Fur- 
nace from burning. The Lute may be alſo made of 
quick Lime, Sand and fair Water. 

And becauſe there are ſome diſtillations that are to 
be made in a common Still, there being a great incon- 
veniency in the Heads of thoſe; I rhought it good to 
give the deſcription of a Head, by which you may 
draw a great deal moye liquor at the ſame tume, and 
with the ſame fire than with the common Head. For 
the liquor or water which is diſtif'd in the common 
Srill riſes (being forc'd by the heat of the wa into the 
Piramidical head in a vapour, where inſtead of Con- 
dencing and reſolving into liquor, running down in- 
ro the Current, finding the head very hot below is 
forc'd up again, and finding no vent upwards does bur 
Circulate and walte ; that is the Reaſon why 1o litrle 
water is drawn from the Materials in fo long a time 
in the common Stills. 

M. Is the Head which I have invented. 

N. Is the Neck which goes into the Spout O. 

P. Is a Pipe to put on the end of the Pipe O. 

And thoſe that have a Worm and "Tub, they may 
put theend 0. into the Worm, and then they may di- 
ſtil faſter, w_ care they do not burn the materials.

V.1. Tp make Cyder Royal without Spirits, to 
be as frrong, pleaſant and boldſome as Canary..” 


? Take thic Juice of Pippins,'and Permains, or 


Red- 
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Redſtreak, ' Golden Renner, Golden Pippins, 
and to cyery Galjon of Juice put two pounds of 
the belt -Raiſons of the Sun ſhred; ſtir them 
well together, then cover the Fat, and letthem 
ſtand rwo or three days ; then draw off the Li- 


quor by the Tap and Taphoſe as is directed 
before.in the making of Wine; preſs out the 


' Raifons, and pur both Liquors in a Cask which 


mult be full, leaving the Bunghole open, only 
covering it with a Cloth, that it may terment 
and caſt out its foulneſs; and after a-fortnight 
rack it off into anothercleandry Cask nor i1ling 
it quictfu] bur leave ſome vacancy, for it will 
yet fexment ; bur ſtop it cloſe only leaving x faſ- 
{ctior Peghole open or loc{ly ſtop ; when you 
perceive x hath done working fill up you Veſſel 
with the ſame Liquor that hes been alſo fer- 
mented in another Veſſel; then ſtopitapclole, 
and keep the Veſſel full or bortle ir. 

It has been obſery'd, that the larger any .Vel(- 
ſel is, the better Liquors are preſerv'd inthem. 

In El{as in Germany and in the Palatmate, and 
other -Countrys on the -Rhein , Veſſcls. being 
made that one- of them will contain twenty 
hve. 'ſome thirty Hogſheads of Wine; which 
Veſſels arc very ſeldom emptied; but what is 
drawn out of them, is made up .again the next 
vr with new fermented Wine, - 1 havc'cronk 

inc at Strasburg in Ei/as, out ofa Veſſel that 
did contain above fix Tunsof Wine, and they 
told. me that ir had not been empry in a hun-

VII. To make Cyder Royal with: Spirits, as 
good as French Wine, Mr. Hains's way. 


Toevery Gallon of Cyder put a pint of the 
Spirits, or Brandy made of Cyder. 

As to the time of putting your Spirits into 
your Cyder, obſerve, that the ſtaler your Cy- 
der is before the Spirits are added, the more 
time they require to- incorporate; and the 
ſoonner they are put in, the foonner *ris fit for 
uſe. But in caſe you put your Spirits into the 
Cyder, before it hath fermented, they will 
evaporate and be caſt our; Therefore be ſure, 
that your Cyder be rackt off the Lee, once or 
twice as you find occaſion, and being indiffe- 
rent fine, then put in your Spirits well beaten 
together with a certain quantity of Cyder, and 
after *tis put into the Cask, ſtir it very well 
together again, and bung it cloſe up, and about 
two or three Months after it will be fit for uſe; 
but the _—_ it lycth, the better, eſpecially if 
your Cider be ſtale cre your Spirits are put in; 
for as this Cider drinks very unpleaſing, 
when firſt raixt together, ſo no Wine can be 
more ſtrong and pleaſing than this, when it 
hath ſtood 1ts due time to incorporate and 

meliorate 
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meliorate, and in the mean time to be cloſe 
ſtopt without drawing any out; unleſs the 
ſcaſon of the Year be warm, then to prevent 
irs fermentation, ler the Cask be open as you 
find occaſion. 

The reaſon why ſimple Cider makes the 
Stomach ſick, is the chilly, cold, phlegmatick 
part of the Cider, Viz, That which has leaſt 
of the Spirits in it is moſt hurtful; that this 
is ſo, nothing can be more evident, for that 
the ſtrongeſt Cider is moſt free from occaſion- 
ing this Diſtemper. Now this we know, that 
the Spirits of Cider arc no other but the purer 
part of it namly the ſtrong, warm, and Lievely 
pars a ap 5 from the weak, cold, and Me- 
ancholy dead part; So that Reaſon muſt 
needs yield, that the Spirits of the Cider being 
mixt with Cider, cannot but make it more 
ſtrong and pleaſant, and alſo more wholſom, 
- for that by this expedient this ſickly, cold, 
and windy part is cur'd. 

Moreover for want of ſtrength and life, ſim- 
ple Ciders are apt to fecay and dye; this we 
ſce by experience; for that as the ſtrongeſt 
ſimple Cider hath moſt Spirit in it, and there- 
fore lives longeſt; So the weakeſt Cider that 
hath leaſt ſpirit in it, will ſoon grow {ickl 
and decay ; therefore this expedicat muſt needs 
be ſo far from rendring Cider more unwhol- 
ſom and unkind, thar *ris rather to be eſteem'd 
irs moſt infallible Phyſition or Remedy, for 
that ir corrects all the .1ll Humors that cauſe 

| its 
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irs Sickneſs or ill Effe&s in Huniane ' Bodies. 
And this much I can honeſtly and truly aver, 
from along continued experience, that a glaſs 
of this excellent refm'd- Cider-Royal, drank 


half an hour before Meals, ptocutes' a' good 
Appetite; and after Meals, helps Digeſtion ; 


that it chears the Heart, and revives the Spt- | 


rits. And as for its Operation upon: the Brain, 
when-roo much is dranck at a'time, the ſame 
is leſs hurtful, than excels of ſtrong, Beer, Ale, 
Canary, or High-Country-Wines : For *tis ſo 
far trom clogging the Stomach, or cloudin 

the Brain with thick muddy Vapours, that 

do believe a Mani may'( were it not a Sin ) 
be fuddI'd 'and ſober twice in a day with 
this Liquor, without miſchief to his Health , 
and the reaſon in my opinion, 1s, becauſe it 
ſo admirably provokes Urin, and carries with 
it ſuch fonl and ill Matter that offends the 


Head, Stomach and Belly : The truth of all. 


which, I doubt not, will he ſoon atteſF'd by 
experience of thoſe that ſhall make Tryal. 

I II. The firſt and worſt infirmities that 
Common Cyder is ſubjeft to are two ſorts, 
either being muſty, or fretting it ſelf until the 
Spirits are ſpent, and the Cyder become weak 
and unpleaſant. 

If the Apples be garherd into the Houſe 
whileſt they are wet, they will be Muſty, and 
ſo will the Cyder ; Again if the Veſſel where- 
in*tis made, or that you put it into be Muſty, 
fo will be your Cyder; If none of theſe hap- 

pen, 
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= yu gee not'fear any thing of that kind; 
ut'it-Cyder be:Muſty, ſo will the Spirits that 
are drawn from it. 1d 2417 
To cure Cyder that is ſubje& to'fret is ſome 
what difficult; but the beſt way is to prevent 
the Cauſes ; which are, cither the gathering of 
' the Fruit before they are ripe, or making the 
Cyder before the Apples have lain long enough, 
for until Apples have lain in an heap while 
they have ſwcat,-and- are'' dry again, they 
cannot be fit for the Preſs. But if by reaſon 
of warmth and mildneſs of the Seaſon, or any 
other accident , the. Cyder ſhould” fret 'and 
deſtroy it ſelf, the beſt-- ways to 'draw* it off 
into an other Veſſel; and do fo once in fix or 
ten days, as you fee cauſe, 'always taking the 
Lee from it, as oft as *tis Rackt. Let nor your 
Veſſel be full by/a Gallon ; Nor yet ſtopt cloſe, 
until by drawing it off, it be ' made to leave 
Huzzing and Sputtcting ; for the fuller and 
cloſer it is, the-more it frets. When your Cy- 
der is thus quiet, then have a care to keep the 
Veſſel full and cloſe ſtopt ; yer leſt you ſhould 
ſtop it too ſoon, open 1t once in two, three or 
four days, and if*you find {it is-not ”=_ uiet, 
ler the Veſſel be open an hour, or half an hour 
at-a-time, | 


I X. A Perfum for ' the Caik not to be neglet'd. 


If' the Veſſel before Cyder be tunn'd up into 
it,' be farmed with Sulphur, 'it much conduces 
ro 


on” 
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to the preſeryation of this or any other kind 
of Liquor, which may be done by dipping a 
Rag, about the _ of your hand, in melrd 
Brimſtone, and then immediatly dipt in Co- 
riander-ſeeds, and by a Wire letting it down 
into the Veſſel, being fired, and ſtopping the 
bunghole, will fill the Veſſel full of 'Smoak; 
then take it out, and immediatly tun up your 
Liquor, which gives it no ill caſt nor favour; 
bur is an excellent expedicht to prevent ill 
taſtes and Fermentation, and is an excellent 

rſeryver of your Health, as well as of the 

iquor. Do this as oft as your Cyder or any 
other Liquor is Rack; 


X. To Cure and fuveet'n mal Cacks.

X I. To make Cyder-Royal by the addition of 
Sugar, and Spirits of Cyder to be as firong and 
pleaſant as Canary, Mr. Hains's way. 


| If you would have ir drink more like Canary 
{ ſays he) or other Sacks, you muſt add _ 
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of the Spirir, and as much Syrup or ſweets 
( the making of which is hercin atter tought ) 
as will beſt pleaſe your pallate ; And as the 
roportion of one pint of good Spirit to a Gal- 
* lon, will make it as ſtrong as French Wine, 
\ fo one pint and a half will make it full, as 
ſtrong as Spaniſb Wine ; And by this means in 
like manner, Perry and the. Juice of Cherries, 
Currens and Gooſe-berries ( cſpecially Gooſe-ber- 
ries ). may by adding there unto their Praper 
Spirits, or any other fine Spirits, be nfade 
Wine, as good, ſtrong, wholſom and pleaſing 
as the Wines made in the Canaries. 1 mention 
other Spirits, becauſe upon_Trial I haye_ ob- 
ſerv'd, that Brandy, Spirit of Wine , , Grain 
and other Spirits, may be of good Effect in this 
Buſineſs, pgovid'd they are drawn fine.” 

Hartman, By experience 1 have found the 
$pirits of Melaffes, Railins or other Fruits, or 
of the Lees of, Wine, provided they be Retti- 
ficd and drawn fine, arc of good cttet in.this 
Buſineſs; Nay, a Refified fine Spirm made of 
Mault. will ſeryc very well, if in caſc Spirit of 
Cyder isnort to be had. - 

X II. Spirits being put into Bottles amongſt 
Cyder, or any other [euors, hercafter men- 
tion'd, will not drink well. I was a longtime 
troubled to find out how to make this Drink 
as pallatable and pleaſing as+it was become. 
ſtrong and chearing, until I pur borh Cyder, 
Syrup and Spirits into a Cask; The firſt ] 
compleated was in a Velle] of fix Gallons; 
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into which I put two quarrs of Syrup or Sweets, - 


and thitce quarts of the Spirits of Cyder, which 
afrer it had lain rwo or three Months, 1 found 
to be. as ſtrong and pleafing as Canary. 


AIII. The way to make Syrup or Sweets for ſuch 
Cyder Royal as. you would have as Rich as Canary. 


A quarter of an hundred weight” of brown 
Sugar 'which 1s eighr and rweenty pounds, will 
make, four Gallons of Syrup, and fo propor- 
tionably ; bur before you put your Sugar into 
the Kettle, take the whites of cight or ten 
Egvs, which being. well beaten, with a thing 
- Iike'a Rod or whick' in two Gallons, or two 
Gallons and a half of Water ; then put one 
.Gallon' of this' Egg-water fo Rpard into 
your 'Kettle ; theh put in the Sugar, 'and hang 
it over'a,pentIe Fire and ſtir fit abour until it 
be, diffoly'd : Bit be fare when it boils, pur in 
more E5o-watcr to 'keep it, from boiling tO 
highs; 4nd ſo corititine putting 1t in, one quart 
afrer an other, for att hour together, until all 
our Egg-water be ſpent : But to prepare your 
o-watcr inparcels, Viz. A quart or two at 
a Ttme'as you uſe 'it 15 the better way. Now 
the wc -of theſe Eggs, 'is only to raiſe ſuch a 
Scam as will carry away not only all the foul- 
neſs and  grofnets of the Sugar, bur all the 
whites of the Eggs alſo; An when the Scum 
hath done riftt;,and'is' clean raken off, then 
fill'up your Kettle with as much Water as m 
make 
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make up your quantity, and ler it boil to the 
conliſtence of a Syrup: But to pur a little Co- 
riander-ſccd. bruisd, and ty'd up in a fine Lin- 
nin-rag whilelſt rhe-Syrup is boiling, will give 
it a fine grateful ſcnrt. 

Of this Syrup, when cold, you may put in 
two or three Gallons, more or leſs into an 
Hogs-head, as the tartneſs of the Cider, or 
any. other Liquor requires : But put them not 
in till you have Rackt your Cider the laſt rime, - 
and that it be paſt the fermentation. And be- 
fore you put your.Sweets into the Cask, mix 
your Sweets and rhe Spirits you intend to put 
in together, with a little quantity of Cider 
and {tirr them well together 3 then pur all 
into your Cask, and ſtirr them with all your 
ſtrength, with a ſtrong Staff in the Bung+hole 
for half a quarter of an hour ; After that ſtop 
it clofe, and draw none. off till two, three 
or fout Months, by which time it will be. an» 
{werable to what hath been proposd ;, only 
remember, that it. you will have. it to- reſem- 
ble Canary, you. mult add the greater propor- 
tion of Spirits and Sweets; , but 1f Frencs Wine, 
then the cls. Sweets or none atall. 

An thus every Man may merrily make his 
varictics of Drink, with that which he knows 
to be good, cheap and wholſome; which is 
more than he is ſure to have at every Tavern, 
altho he pay three times as much for it. 
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XIV, How 10" make Royal-Curran Wine Ay, 
- Hainss way. 


A Buſhel of Currans, ripe and good, will 
make fix or ſeven Gallons 'of Wine : To 
every Bulhel of Currans, fo ſoon as they are 
well bruisgd-and broken to pieces, put in twelve 
quares of Water, and in twelve or ſixteen 
hours after preſs it and ſtrain 'it, put it intoa 
Cask, and let it ftand unril 'it begin tobe 
clear,” which will be in ten or twelve days; 
then Rack it off from the groſs Lee, and put 
to cach Gallpn a pint of good -reftified Spirit - 
. of Mault or Mclafſes, and a pint and a half 
of the Sweets ' or Syrup,” ſtir it well rogether 
for a quarter of an hour; then ſtop it -up 
cloſe for three Months ; then'you may Bottle 
it if you pleaſc.' If you add Rasberrics' to 
your Currans, you will have a moſt delicioits 
pleaſant and very wholfome Wine. 

In like manner you may make Wine Roval 
of Googberries, '"Mulberrics and Cherries ;' but 
of | all theſe, that of Gooſe-berries excels the 
reſt, and doth” reſemble Canary' the moſt. 


XV. 7» make Royal-Wine | of Gooſe-berries, or of 
Currans, without Spirits and Sugar. * 


If you will} make Wine Royal, cither of 
Curran, or Gooſe-berrics, without Sugar and 
Spirits, thcn to eyery Gallon of Liquor put 
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two pounds of Malaga Raiſins fired, fir. it 
well cogerher, and let ut {tand four and rwenty 
hours; then preſs it our, and ſtrain it and put 
the Liquor into a Cask, and .aftcr a tortnight. 
Rack it off from the groſs Lee into an, ocher 
clean dry Cask;, ſtop it up cloſs, leaving only 
a lictle Peg or Faſſer-hole open, or the Peg 
loolly in it, till 'you perceive it bath left huz- 
zing and is quiet, then fill up your Cask with 
the ſame Liquor, and ſo keep it full till you 
Bottle ir. - 
You may alſo put your Raiſins, being ſhred, 
amongſt your Currans or Gooſe-berrics brokeg 
ro picces and Liquor, and in four and twenty 
hours after preſs ir out; and thus you make 
but one preſſing. | 


X VI. How to wake Wine Rizal of red Cherries. 


Preſs out as much Juice from the Cherries 
as you can, and then ſtamp rhe kones with 
the skins ro a math, breaking all the ſtances; 
for you cannot ſtamp them ; Ark you | preſs 
out the juice of rhem, by reaſon the juice will 
{patter - about ; then pur the juice with the 

anes and skins into. an open Veſſel, and ſtir 
ic well abouc, and let it ſtand two or three 
days, that the Liquor may draw our the 'T.in- 
Qture and. Cordial parr of the Skins and the 
corroborating vertuc of the Kernels ; then 
preſs ir out, and pur it into a Cask, and let ix 
{tand ungil it begin to be clear, which may be 
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in 2 fortnights time ; then Rack it off from 
the. groſs Lee into a clean, dry . and ſweer 
Cask, and put into every Gallon' of it a pint 
of good Spirir, and a pint and' a half of the 
up or Sweets ; Stir it well together-with a 
raff for a quarter of an hour, then ſtop it 
up cloſe for about a quarter of a year, and 
then you may Bottle it. A Glaſs of this ex- ' 
, cellent Wine Royal of Cherries , 'drank half 
an hour before Meals, procures a good Appe- 
tite; and after Meals, heips Digeltion : Ir 1s 
Cordial, chears the Heart, revives the Spirits ; 
It is Diuretick and admirably provoks Urin, 
and carries with it Sand and Gravel out of 
the Reins'and Bladder, 'and all fach foul and 
ill matters out of the Body that offcnds the 
Head, Stomack and Bellv. And the Wines 
made of Currans and Gooſcberrics are highly 
commended by the Learn'd Dr. Wills to be 
Tg. nal, and good for the Liver, and 
againſt the Scuryy by ſwectning the Blood. 


XVII. To make VVine Reyal of Black-Cherries. 


Having prefſer out as much of the Juice as 
you can from the Cherrics, ſtamp the ſtones 
and skins as you did with the red Cherries, 
keep the juice a parr, put the skins and ſtones 
in a Veſſel, and pour upon it feolding hot 
Warer, ſtir it will_cazed er and coyer 1t up 
cloſe, ſer it ſtand two days; that the hot

verrtue -of the Kernels; chen preſs it our, a

pur this Liquor with the Juice of the Cherries 


into a Cask; and after a tortnight Rack ir off 
from the' groſs Lee 'into an ' other clean+* dry . 
Cask, and* put into it the ſame quantity of 
S$pirics and Syrnp, as isdireted in making 'the 
other Royal - Wines. This Wine of Black- 
Cherries has an.admirable Cephalick Vertue ; 
It is excellent againſt the Vertigo or Dizzineſs 
and Swimming in the Head.'- The Reaſon 
why you put'Water to the ſtamped Cherries, 
is becauſe the Julce of the Black-Cherries is a 
very thick and ſweet Juice, and would not &x- 
traſt the Tin&ure and Vertue- out of the 
Skins and Kernels, as the Juice of the red Cher- 
ries will do. The quantity of Water you 
uſe, is the ſame with that in making, the 
Roval Wine of Currans and Gooſeberrics. 


XVII. Cider Royal, prepard as is di- 
red ar Se. VIL and/Set:'XI. may be kept 
in the Cask two or three vears, and be bettered 
thereby, provided you keep the Cask full; 
which ro do, you mult oblerve, that in two 
Months time the Liquor -wiil waſt a quart, 
more or leſs; as the Veſſel is bigger or tkeſſer ; 
which you-ought'ro fill ap agam with Liquor 
of the fame ſtrength, or if Kranger the Berrer. 
And by this means it may keep and grow ber- 
ter and better forme years. 

Suppoſe by keeping Cider Royal too long it 

Ii4 ſhould 
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ſhould become unpleaſant, and as unht to 
Bottle as old Hockamore, take but one Hogs 
head of that and one of Tart new Cider, and 
before the latter ' be quite clear or. fine, mix 
them together in two other Hogs-heads well 
perfum'd, and add Spirits and Sweets a due 
proportion, to the quantity of your new Cider. 
Suppoſe it be in the Monch of Oftober or No- 
vember, you may be ſure to have it full as 
-g00d, if nor better than ever it was, anda moſt 
excellent Cider Royal to Drink or to Bottle, 
by or before Chriſtmais, And this I know by 
repear'd experience and praCiſe ; nor can 
your new Cider be made half fo good by that 
time.

Tocvery Gallon of fair Water take four

X X. An other way to make VVine Royal of Eldey- 
berries much better than the former. 


In ſteed of fair Water take the Juice of 
Apples, and then two pounds of Raiſins to 
every Gallon will ſerve preſs out the Juice of 
your Elder-berries, and keep it a patt;;, put 
the Husks or Skins among(t your Raifins and 
Juice of Apples, for there remains in them a- 
great deal of TinQure wherein canliſts the 
molt cordial part of the Berries, which is pitty 
to loſe. The ſame you are to obſerve. in the 
former Receipt. There are ſome that let their 
Raſins and Water ſtand together for three 
Weeks, which is a great Errour, for there by 
a great part of the Spirit do's evaporate, the 

ody being much open'd by fermentation 
where by the Spirit is ſet ar liberty and drawn 
away by the Air And- the Raiſins will be 


ſufficiently foak'd' and ſwell'd in four and 
twenty. hours, ſo that there is no need to ler 
them ſtand longer before you preſs them. In 
all other things proceed as in the former Re- 
ceipt. This Elder Wine has been found by 
experience to be good againit the Gout, Dropty 
and Conſumption. X X1. 
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X X I. To make Cowſlip-V Vine, 


Take fix Gallons of Water and ten pounds 
of Sugar, boil them together for half an hour 
ſer it a cooling, when ris almoſt cold pur into 
it two or three ſpoonfuls of yeſt well beaten 
with the Juice of ſixteen Lemons; then put in 
alſoa Peck and a half of Cowſlipflowers beaten 
in a ſtone Mortar; let them work together 
for rwo or thrce days; then preſs it out, and 
ſtrain it, and pur itin a Cask, which muſt be 
full of it; ſtop it but looſely till you perceive

X XII. Another way to make Cowſlip-VVine. 


Having boil'd your Water and Sugar toge- 
ther, pour it boiling hot upon your Cowllips 
beaten, ſtir them well together, and ler them 
ſtand ina Veſſel cloſe cover'd till ic be almoſt 
cold ; then put into it the Yeſt beaten with

Many Receips are handed from one to another, 
for che making Metheplim or Hyaromel,where- 
in are green Vegetables preſcrib'd ro be ugd, 
as Sweet Brycr leaves, Thime, Roſemary, 
&e. which are not to be usd green (as a Ju 
dicious Author well obſerves) by them that 
intend to make a quick , brisk and lively 
Drink ; green and cru'd Herbs dulling and 
flacning the =_ of the Liquor to which 
they are added, as you will find if you add 
green Hops inſtead of dryto your Beer ; nei- 
ther will any green Hetb yield its vertue ſoc 
eaſily as when dry. *Tis alſo dire&ed that 
rhe. Metheglin when boiling ſhould be ſcum'd, 
ro take off the filth that ariſeth from ir in the 
Decoftion : which is not ſo necefiary as it 1s
